A SUGGESTION TO PROFESSORS. 

In connection with our college courses it seems that there a^re 
many things that could bear some improvement. One of these is 
the maner in which the notes in a course of lectures are delivered to 
. the students taking them. The methods pursued 'by the various 

^? professors differ almost as widely as their personalities, and it is 
only occasionally that one is found who seems to have the faculty 
of "putting across" his lectures in a way that grips the attention of 
the student. Although th< student is supposed to be imbued with 
an overwhelming desire for knowledge when he comes to the uni- 
versity, that fact does not obviate the necessity of presenting his 
lectures .to him in an attractive manner, calculated to arouse an en- 
thusiasm in him for further study, and also for more earnest work. 
However anxious to learn the scholar may be it will not take many 
dull and lifeless lectures to stifle the keenest enthusiasm and to 
deaden the liveliest ambition. 

The great majority of professors .geem to be possessed of old 
manuscripts seared and yellowed with age, and apparently in one of 
the final stages of disintegration. Old notes, like old riends, may 
bè best, but the trouble seems to be that these old relics of the past 
continually lead the lecturer into bypaths of intricate detail from 
which confused mass the students loses his perspective and wonders 
just where he is. Others there are who read from their manucripts 
and who indicate fairly plainly that the student is e.\pected to copy 
down the notes almost verbatim. Such a system does away almost 
entirely with the per-sonality of the professor and is meclianical, tire- 
sôme, and monotonous, in the extreme. There is, fortunately, an- 
other class of lecturers, usually of the younger school, who follow 
methods, different still. When they enter the lecture room they 
spend a few moments in writing a short synopsis of the day's notes 
on the blackboard which the student can copy and then lill in with 
-more detail from the body of the lecture itself. This seems to be a 
method that clo.scly appro.xiniatcs tlic best way of imparting know- 
ledge to the student; In a cflrtain course in the University the total 
number of lectures is printed and then sold to the students for a nom- 
inal sum. This int'thod m;iv havn if: '''«ndvtntMt'c.s, Inil its ;ulv:in- 
tagès would appear to be greater sli!I. The attendance rule c-.mpels 
tiie.J)rescncu oi tne stufJtVn, and ii ne was reneV'Ca irom the nece.s.suy 
of" scribbling down notes so hurriedly that he scarcely has time to 

, understand what he is writing, then he could, by"- discussion with 
the professor, clear up many difficult points that' would otherwise 
remain more or less liazy in Iiis mind. 

The suggestion is either that notes should be ])rinLed and sold to 
the students, or that before the lecture a short .synopsis of the ground 
to be covered in the liotir .should Ijc written on the board. There 
are naturally many subjects in the curriculum that would not lend 
themselves to such an arrangement, but at the same lime thcrt' arc 

' many others that it seems would benefit greatly if some such more 
definite plan were followed.

Miss Florence E. Allen, chosen mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court of Ohio in 
Tuesday's election, received her training 
in New York, she having been graduat- 
ed from the Law School of New York 
University in the class of 1913. Miss 
Allen was one of five cantlidates for the 
two vacancies on tJie Supreme Bench 
and received the second highest vote, 
leading the third candidates by nearly 
30,000. She ran as an independent and 
is llie first woman to be elected to the 
Supreme Bench of any state. « 

Prof. Leslie J. Tompkins, who was 
Secretary of New York University 
Law School at ■the time Miss Allen was 
taking her course there remembers her 
as an exceptionally brilliant student. In 
her gradiiating year Miss Allen was 
awarded second prize for general schol- 
arship in a contest open to both men and 
women students Although Judgfe Allen 
was born in Salt Lake City, Utah, she 
went to Cleveland, Ohio, after her gradu- 
ation from New York University and 
was admitted to the bar there. When 
she became interested in politics she had 
he active support of the women of 
Cleveland, who worked hard for her in 
■the s uccessfuL campaign for a place àn 
the Bench of the Court of Common 
Pleas in Cleveland. As judgie of this 
court Miss Allen presided in murder and 
other criminal cases and was regarded 
as at least one far from lenient. Re- 
ports received by Professor Tompkins 
from Cleveland lawyers were that her 
work was highly satisfactory to the mem- 
t>ers of the Bar who practised in her 
court. 

An important part of Judge Allen's 
support in her campaign for the S^• 
preme Court came from "Florence Al- 
len Clubs" organized by women 
throughout Ohio. Judge Allen was al- 
an effective campaigner in her own 
Sehalf as she is an excellent speaker. 
Running as an Independent, she did not 
have much of an organization behind 
her, ad her campaign fund was small. 
In spite of these handicaps ."she ran 30,- 
'WO ahead of Justice Benson \V. Hough, 
who was a candidate for re-election and 
who won by 400,000 plurality in his 
first race — New Yprfc University Daily 
Newi;

Education in. a state university is an 
impersonal matter. The largeness of 
the institution, of the classes in the 
institution, compels the instructors to 
think of their students otherwise, than as 
of individuals.' That is th>; we.ikncss 
of a state institution; it must turn out 
a uniform product. Indivftua'.iMii is 
given little cncourageniïnL, because it 
cannot be made to conform 10 a stan- 
dard. 

But one step away from uniformity 
in education, nay, going hand in hand 
with it, is mediocrity. In the old days 
the peasantry was kept uniformly ig- 
norant. The present tendency in to 
make it uniformly intelligent. It re- 
mains to be seen- which is, the- greater 
curse. 

Leaders in va democracy *re forever 
apologizing for the qualities that 
make them leaders, as if they feared 
that assertion of their individualism 
would bring with it the ill will of. their 
followers. Forever arc they placat- 
ing the mob with that aphorism. "Men 
arc born eual," only having the good 
sense to repeat in different terms. 
Men were never born equal; and it 
shall be the death of civilization if 
they ever are.- 

Rather are men like instruments 
that, playing together, draw out of 
each other hitherto unsuspected har- 
monies. Pitch thcni all in one key 
and a tiresotnc monotone results. Let 
them, however, be .' tuned differently; 
and the higher and : sweeter singers 
shall find strength' in .the deeper ton- 
ed; and in such a union true harmony 
will be born. The higher individual, 
ism is that which unselfishly main- 
Uins itself, knowing that when its vi> 
bration has died away, nothing will 
remaitt to stir sluggish clay of baser 
men to a higher pitch of endeavor. 

The ideal of a state university, then, 
should be the fostering of a higher 
type of individualism. To turn out 
men and women capable of winning 
their bread and butter is commend- 
blc, but to limit the scope of the uni- 
versity to this elementary function is 
to narrow the large significance im- 
plied in the word "University." What 
is a university man? Is he a news- 
paper reporter, an engineer, an agri- 
culturalist, a dentist, or a doctor? 

No, the university man is a man of 
larger vision. He has "taken the 
world of knowledge as his province." 
In the background of his judgments 
is the accumulated wisdom of the 
ages, not the specialized love of a 
profession. He is a man brave enough 
to thiiik for himself and strong 
enough to eutertaiu the ideas of 
other men. He will not' condemn as 
idiots those who differ with him in 
opinion, neither will be accept new 
theories for their novelty, nor reject 
thcni for the same reason. He that 
is liberal, that .earnestly urges the 
adoption of what ,hc has found true 
according fo the best of his reason- 
he is the true university man. 

What is needed to develop men o^ 
this type? Instructors who think of 
a class as a series^ of personal equa- 
tions, in which each of them is' one 
factor and each student, in turn, is 
the other. Away with jncn who do 
nothing but solemnly intone out of 
books, who know only that a course 
amounts to many pages of reading, 
who plumb the souls of their students 
with a quizz paperl K they teach us 
anything, it is the dubious virtue of 
keeping our noses to the grindstone 

Give us instructors, who teach us 
what lies closest to -their hearts; and 
by their , crowded classes they shall be 
known. Is it tod much to s.-iy that 
the joy of teaching is to speak from 
personal conviction, rather than in 
conformity with curricular require- 
ments? At least the one thing that 
sweetens this messy business of going 
to school to find an instructor mildly 
insane over his subject. "A little win- 
dy," we students dub him affection- 
ately, but find the dull routine of les- 
sons magically transmuted into a ros- 
ary of duties doiifr— dare it be whis- 
pered here?— in the reverential joy .of 
learning. — Minnesota Daily. 



COLLEGE PRESIDENT 
ONHNEARTOF LIVING 



Dr. Henry Churchill King, President 
of Obcrlin College, Ohio, gave an ad- 
dress recently to the students at Obcr- 
lin on "The Fine Art of Living," "Liv- 
ing,' said Dr. King, "is the finest of 
fine arts." > 

Dr. King made the statement that self- 
control is one of the most important 
differences between man and aiiin)al. 
He said that every impulse necessitates 
an action. The physiological e.';i)ies.sion 
for this statCTueni is "Inipuîsivc coii- 
sciousncss." Animals are .(iuippL-d willi 
what Professor James calls "Iiair-tris^'cr 
eot:.stitutions." After receiving .nil im- 
pulse an animal must .net. The aeiion 
follows the impulse so rapidly th;u it 
cannot help itself. With human be- 
ings it is different, they li:ivC the iwwcr 
to deliberate, and by the use of self- 
control they can place a barrier between 
the impulse and. the action. This pov;- 
cr of self control is very essential to 
the development of character, influence 
and happiness. 

Discussing self-consciousness, Dr. 
King said: "No activity is. best. when 
centered on itself." One must lose one's 
self in the object." As an example lie 
mentioned the fact that when he called 
his wife's attention to the sewing of a 
button on a coat, she immediately bccanie 
self-conscious and could not locate the 
holes in the. button as she had done form, 
erly. 

Dr. King also spoke of the importance 
of Itabit. Quoting Professor James, he 
said, 'It is action alone which fixes a 
habit, seize every opportunity to act on 
every resolution, if only to .speak genially 
to your grandmother or to give up a 
seat in a street car." It is iniportant 
not to let the emotion pass without some 
form of action. ".Axioms arc not 
axioms until they are felt upon the pulses' 
said Keats, but Dr. King goes farther 
and says, "Axioms are not axioms until 
they are carried out by the muscles;" 

"The two best things in the world," 
said Dr. King, "are character and hap- 
piness, and one way of obtaining ihem 
is by work. This is not a very popular 
doctrine, but is nevertheless one of the 
great means of creating character. Work 
is not the greatest means, for personality 
of association is the greatest." Dr.

McGill Gym. Building Badly 
Needied for 'Home Ground' 



The R.V.C. senior and junior basket- 
bait teams are now in practice for the 
iiiatclics of tlic year. On Monday or 
Tuesday of next week tliey expect to 
play with Macfloiiald College ;i trial 
game, tlic first of a scries of games 
which arc customarily played each yi-ar 
between Y.M.C.A., M.A.A.A., Mac- 
donald, Physical Eds. and R.V.C. The 
intercollegiate matches are a).50 in the 
near future; they are espectci to t.ikc 
place some time Ijctwcci tl^c middle of 
February and the earlv purt of .\Iar:.i. 

When the Ladies' Intcrcollcga'c Hs.s- 
krtball League was îorined, the gyw- 
nasium and dormitories building was ex- 
pected to be erected at an early date (and 
at that time, that meant within a few 
tnoiiths or a year), and R.V.C. expect- 
ed to play her home games in the Mc- 
Gill gyinnasiuni. But this phantom of 
tlie future has not yet materialized. This 
year Queen's and Toronto are to p'ay 
at .McGill, but unfortunately those games 
will not take place in a McGill gym. 
This presents a great difficulty, as in 
order to covêr c.\pct)scs tlicrc must be 
gate receipts. Molon's Hall is not large 
enough to accommodate much more than 
.1 lumdrcd people. R.V.C. baketball 
receives no grant from the collogc to 
cover expenses incurred at this time, so 
that it is dependent on the one-third share 
of the gate receipts. The other two- 
tliinls arc to l)c divided Lietwei'n Toronto 
and Queen's in proportion to the travel- 
ling e.\penscs of c.ich university. The 
gymnasium of the Montreal High School 
' may be- used, though there no admission 
is allowed to be charged. 

This (juestion of a gymnasium in which 
to play also presents a serious handicap 
to the R.V.C. team in that their suppos- 
edly "home ground" will be quite un 
familiar to them. At least, rihe play- 
ers will jjrobably have only two or three 
practices before the game in the gym in 
wbii-li it is decided to play. These 
necessary practices in addition to the 
three successive nights for games make 
it rather diflficult to get a gym. 

It is as yet imdccided whether or not 
the iiitcriollcgiate hockey exhibition game 
between Toronto and McGill ladies will 
take place at the same -time as the inter- 
collegiate basketball here, li ihis sliould 
be the case, there would be about forty 
guests at :\rcGill taking part in ladies' 
intercollegiate athletics, showing distinct 
evidence of their growth of popularity. 

On Saturday at 12 noon there will be 
a college basketball practice in Molson 
Hall. After that pr-actice the team to 
play .Macdonald will be chosen, and this 
will probably be the senior college team 
which will compete with Toronto and 
Queen's in the intercollegiate series. The 
following girls arc asked to practice on 
Saturday, and it is from them that the 
college team will be jiickcd ;

When people begin to criticize and 
to offer suggestions, it is generally a 
good omen, it is a sign that they are 
interested, that they are awake to the 
conditions and circumstances as they 
are and they want to sec some im- 
provement if possible.

Nothing bet- 
ter is offered to take the place of the 
system iiii usif; Ifhose wishing: a change 
know they want something better, but 
in acting blindly, not through the pro- 
per chanels, and at the wrong time 
make things much worse than they 
were. Things arc torn down and 
changed, it is true, but not for the 
better and nothing is offered as a sub- 
stitute that will even compare with 
the things'Mhat were thought so un- 
satisfactory. 

When there are suggestions to be 
offered and changes to be made, the 
man should look at the proposition 
from all angles, get to the bottom of 
things, consider what may result from 
the action, and have something better 
to offer in its, stead. When all these 
things have been considered and the 
suggestion still seems advisable, then 
offer it and follow it up.

There is a type of snobbishness other 
than the generally accepted one based on 
a sense of superiority due to family ties, 
wealth, or both. The latter form plays 
a minor rôle in campus Irfe; the large 
majority of .students have, through train 
ing and environment, overcome such tend- 
encies. But the other type— that based 
on a sense of intellectual superiority — is 
more virttlent and far-reaching in its ef- 
fects. It strikes at that slilf-confidoncc, 
that respect for the worth of his own 
convictions, necessary to the well-being 
of the average person. It tries to de- 
preciate the qualities of mind and the 
standards of judgment which, however, 
faulty they may sometimes seem, how- 
ever unjust their application may some- 
times be, .Trc still the result of racial 
experiences and practical thinking of gen- 
erations of rpiict lives constituting the 
mass of society. 

If Ihis intellectual snobbishness were 
eonslructivc ; if it pointed out fallacies 
and offered new points of view; if it 
really stimulated sound mental activity— 
the situation would be different. But 
it is, as a rule, a thing superficial and 
prejudiced, a philosophy not rooted in the 
fundamental facts of existence. It is 
out of touch with life. The apostles 
of this cult are distinguished by a man- 
ner vao'ing from flippancy to mysticism; 
by a stock of clever phrases and well- 
turned epigrams, rarely original; by an 
unconcealed scorn for the trite, the com- 
mon-place, and the obvious; by a pity- 
ing condescension for admirers of Tenny- 
son and for conscientious students. They 
find inspiration and support in the often 
indiscriminate use of quotations from 
Oscar Wilde and H. L. Menkin, from 
Voltaire and F. Scott Fitzgerald. 

Intolerance— this is the keynote of their 
attitude. They have not grasped the 
spirit behind the latter. They have not 
seen the beauty of simple things 
They have not learned that true know- 
ledge brings with it not only breadth of 
vision, but an understanding of and rca 
sympathy with mediocrity, with conven- 
tions, witii dull and established truths. 
They have not found the li^mility that 
is the beginning of wisdom.— The Daily 
Texan.

The popularity of the chrysanthe- 
mum IS founded on the same reason in 
every ..country -of the^^world • which 
cherishes this beautiful' blossom. It 
comes when other flowers arc scarce or 
have disappeared altogehter. It alone 
serves the decorative purposes Avhich 
in summer have the whole garden to 
depend' on. Although the finest speci- 
mens are grown under glass, it Is still 
an ornament in many forms in out 
door gardens. 

The chrysantemiim exhibitions have 
already begun. From the- most mod 
est of the tight little pompoms to the 
broadest spreading'-blooms, the flow 
ers are shown 5n competition for th 
prizes to be won by the finest of the 
familiar specimens or the ncwes 
types. Gardeners have been tireless 
in their patient efforts to improve the 
flower which has undergone so many 
transformations through the years. 
The Chrysantemum Spcjety of Am- 
erica has made a list of three thousand 
varieties. • . 

One of the blooms . exhibited this 
fall is named in honpr.of the Princess 
Nagako, who is sooHj to marry the 
Crown Prince of Japan. One special 
reason why the blossom should have 
this title is that no other country has 
done so much to show its appreciation 
of this flower of autumn as Japan. The 
chrysantemuin has a placc on the seal 
of the Japanese Emperor, although 
more or less conventionalized, and in 
this same form it may be seen on 
other State symbols. One of the me- 
dieval rulers even set aside a day for 
its special veneration. 

Yet' the chrysanthemum, so far back 
in its history that the date , is forgot 
ten, came originally from China. Of 
more interest to present" admirers of 
the chrysanthemum is the fact that 
England began cultivating the flower 
generally in . the early . years of the 
nineteenth century. In New England 
much of the. earlier cultivation of the 
flower took place. There is a record 
of an exhibition of the plants in Bos- 
ton as far back -as 1830. 

England helped to improve the hot- 
house flower in size and beauty, but 
growers give to France the credit for 
having developed the pompom, which 
is the no less admired little sister of 
the showy, long pctaled blossom. 
There are prizes also for these smaller, 
hardier varieties which find their place 
among the spectacular exhibits submit- 
ted to the judges. — New York Herald.
